TWO YEAR EXTENSION 
OF FEDERAL CONTROL 


One of the biggest questions be­ 
fore the nation today is the immed­ 
iate return of the railroads to pri­ 
vate ownership. 
Upon this question 
President Wilson has very recently 
stated that he has an “open mind,” 
and it ii quite likely that the majority 
of the people are in the same atti­ 
tude. 
Because this is true, on yesterday a 
delegation of union men, headed by 
Samuel Gompers, the venerable pres 
ident of the American Federation of 
Labor, the foremost character in the 
labor world of today, a conservative 
builder of industrial 
relations, 
ap­ 
peared before Senator Cummins and 
President Wilson and outlined a plan 
for the extension of government con­ 
trol for two more years. 
The argument advanced by 
this 
delegation was a sound one—that the 
operation of the railroads by; the gov­ 
ernment had never been given a fair 
test in the time of peace. The state­ 
ment is one that cannot be contradict­ 
ed. In fact, it would not be too much 
to say that the operation of the rail­ 
ways by the government in time of 
war had not been given a fair test. 
There were too many agencies that 
worked to make this experiment 
a 
failure. 
But despite the fact that the cost 
was enormous, it must be admitted 
that without federal control of the 
railways daring the period of the 
war, Germany might today be mis­ 
tress of the world. Co-operation be­ 
tween many systems was secured by 
the appointment of one directing head. 
The mastery of super-problems was 
the result. 
To return the railroads to their pri­ 
vate owners before peace ia declared 
would be to show undue haste. To re­ 
turn them without first trying out

“THE PHILOSOPER’S STONE” 
From the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
A three-line cable reports that Sir 
Ernest Rutherford, director of 
the 
laboratory at the University of Man­ 
chester, has solved the problem of 
the tran8mutability of 
matter. 
In­ 
stantly the mind harks back to “the 
philosopher’s stone,” “the elixir of 
life” and all the weird lore of the an­ 
cient alchemists whose dream was the 
transniutatioh of the barer metals in­ 
to silver and gold, and the first im­ 
pulse i« to smile at this revival of the 
Middle Ages in the twentieth century. 
Not so fast. Scientists of the stand­ 
ing of Sir Ernest Rutherford, holding 
the poet he does and recognized as an 
expert on radia activity, are not to be 
bracketed with Faust and Cagiliostro. 
Just as modern éhemiatry ie traced 
back to the Babylonic and Egyptian 
alchemists, from whom the 
Greeks 
and Arabs derived the beginnings of 
the science, all sharing 
a 
common 
faith in the transmutability of mat­ 
ter, so of recent years, science having 
purged chemistry of the magic and 
incantations of the Dork Ages, has re­ 
turned to a study of this fundamental 
theory. 
Tht* theory itself may 
be 
easily 
grasped, that all substances are com­ 
posed of one primary matter, owing 
their differences to the presence of 
different qualities imposed upon it. 
It is the search for this primary mat­ 
ter that is engaging the 
study 
of 
scientists like Sir Ernest. If that can 
be found, It is assumed, theoretically, 
that by imitating the processes of na­ 
ture and adding the required qualities, 
matter can be transmuted from one 
substance to another. 
So far, every 
effort to identify thii primitive mat­ 
ter had failed, although science was 
constantly encouraged bj the discov­ 
ery of fresh elements which seemed 
to narrow the searph. 
The spontan­ 
eous production of helium from rad­ 
ium was supposed to be an example 
of the transformation of one element 
into another. 
The announcement of 8ir Ernest 
Rutherford’s discovery is too general

The most effective, method for to- 
during the damage done by there in­ 
sects in to shuck the corn as It is 
gathered in tfce field, storing ft In the 
hare ear. 
This leaves m olt of tb t 
adults in the field and reflected rx- 
pertments have shown that the corn 
is Injured less in the crib wheré It 
has been chucked before storage. 
. However, moat corn In Alabama I* 
stored in the shuck, and the degree 
of infestation cannot he determined. 
It must therefore be assumed that 
moat of such corn In the southern 
part of the state will need fumigation 
this year to stop the work of these 
insects. 
This 
fumigation 
can be 
given in any tight room or bin with 
carbon dlsulphtde.

la fortunate

Hashish may be reckoned one of 
the most clhssic of all intoxicants.

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FELL TO ROOSEVELT’S SPEAR 


Big Devilfish a Victim of the Colonel’s 
Love of Sport, Cither on 
Sea or Land.* 1 


The fame of the late Col. Theodor^ 
Roosevelt as a big-game hunter is well 
known, but he was equally as adept at 
killing big fish of the sea, according to 
Russell J. Coles, noted big-fish killer. 
Attracted by one of Coles' articles 
nbotit killing the devilfish, the colonel j 
appealed to him for Instruction in the * 
art. After taking several land lessons. | 
using a rpear with whieh he saw an 
African kill a lion, he flnnliy became 
expert, and Mr. Coles formed n party 
to hunt the devilfish off the coast of j 
Florida, in Punta Gorda. March 25, 
1017. There the colonel killed his first 
devilfish, hitting the huge creature, 
which weighed pnany tons, just two 
inches from the.apot Indicated on a 
drawing by Coles, and driving the 
spear two feet four inches through the 
heaviest and boniest structure of the 
fish. The colonel was standing on the 
cab of a small tfcmt traveling nine milt's 
an hour, and the fish was coming to­ 
ward the boat at the rate of 15 or 18 
miles an hour, swimming about four 
Of six feet under water.

have been able, with one Of Its side 
fins, to upset the boat and drown the 
fishermen.
